increase in population, the increase of coin-operated machines, parking meters and the 
increased interest in numismatics or just plain coin collecting.

He also has 
written numerous magazine articles for the nationally distributed coin-hobby periodicals, and 
recently received the first award from the American Numismatic Association for outstanding 
articles appearing in the Numismatist during 1964. 
He spoke on the subject ''Paper Money of Colonial America" which was of interest tothe 
novice as well as the advanced collector.
